However, neither at 
that time nor at any time since has 
the real story been printed of those 
bombings, and it is here for the first 
time that an authentic account is 
given of those picts as seen from the 
side of United States officials who 
investigated them. 

Immediately atcer the discovery of 
one of the bombs sent through the 
mail instructions were received in 
Chicago from dcpartment of justice 
headquarters in Washington ordering 
an instant investigation here of a re- 
port that the bombs being ‘aad by 
anarchists had been manufactured in 
Chicago. Ag a matter of fact, infor 
mation to that effect had been re- 
ceived in our office in Chicago sev- 
eral days before the first disturbance. 
and JI, with two other agents, had 
been working on the case for some 
time, 

From information gathered by me 
and from other confidential sources it 


| was learned as a positive fact that not 


only were the bombs manufactured 
near Chicago but also that the plots 
to kill the officials whose lives were 
later threatened were: first formed in 
Chicago. Also ihe meeting of anar- 
chists, at which the dates of the 
bombings were to be fixed, wae held 
in this city in a basement meeting 
place on the west side. 

These meetings, our 
d:sclosed, were held in a small I. W. 
W. hall, where small groups of an- 
urchists were in the habit of meeting 
regularly. At about this time sev- 
eral anarchists had fallen into the 
nands of the law for attemtped deeds 
ef violence. Two had been sent to 
prison by Yudge Charles C. Notes, in

3u0 had been taken by the government 
in raids and were then in jail await- 
ing -deportation. And A.° Mitchell 
Palmer, then attorney-general, had in- 
stituted a drive against all radiealism 
intended to uproot all organizations 
which had for their purpose the over- 
throw of the United States govern- 
ment. 

. Spy at the wJeeting. 

After much trouble and more time 
we succeeded in finding a man who 
had the confidence of some of the 
anarchist leaders in Chicago, and it 
was planned that he would attend 
ail anarchist meetings, feign much 
fervor toward anarchist principles— 
and report the proceedings te the 
Chicago office of the department of 
‘ustice. This plan had been followed 
for some five weeks. During the mid- 
Gle of April it was that the “special’’ 
meeting of anarchists was called to 
be held in the I. W. W. hall. There 
were 40 anarchists at this meeting, 
avd the principal subject of discussion 
was the fate of their comrades in 
il. This meeting was called to plan 
diastic action in protest—‘“to show 
the officials the power of anarchism.” 

Of those present two men, named 
Castillano and Chariello, after an 
avur of speechmaking, and when it 
seemed that no “action’’ was to be 
taken, denounced the assembled mem- 
bers as cowards for allowing their fel- 
‘ow-members to remain in jail and 
fur failing to “avenge their wrongs.” 
It was a plot of politicians, they as- 
serted, They insisted that something 
be done and that vlans be formulated 
immediately to punish the politicians 
who were mostly responsible. 
ever, no definite plans were 
et that meeting. There had 
around a whisper that there was a 
spy among their number, and the 
meeting adiourned with the “plan” 
still to be formed.

They met some time, later, govern- 
ment agents in New York discovered, 
in Camden, N. J., where, according to 
information received by government 
agents from confidential informers, 
the final plans were laid and the 
“violent measures”

BUSINESS GOING AHEAD. 

Business conditions in the United 
States: have shown Stability in the 
last few months that has surprised 
many business men who have ad- 
hered in the past to the old saying 
that dull periods precede a presi- 
dential election. Business has been 
anything but dull and there has 
been a sure but irregular expansion 
in the last five months. 

One thing in the favor of busi- 
ness in the last few months is that 
it has not had to contend with con- 
gress. Business leaders invariably 
are kept in an uncertain state of 
mind during the sessions of con- 
gress, and there is a great sigh of 
relief at adjournment time. 

Another thing is the assurance of 
a greater income to the farmers this 
year than last, and this is particu- 
larly so in Georgia and the south. 
Georgia’s income from crops will 
exceed that of last year by approx- 
imately one hundred million dollars, 
while most of the south is keeping 
the pace. In the few states that are 
exceptions, and where this increase 
is lacking, it is made up by greater 
industrial activity. This is particu- 
larly notable in the Carolinas. 

Money is in abundance, with the 
federal reserve banks being called 
on for only a very small percentage 
of the lending capacity; the money 
rate in Wallstreet is practicablv 
Stable at 2 per cent; there is a gen- 
eral feeling of optimism. With all 
these factors working there is pro 
reason why the trend should not pe 
upward with continued Satisfactory 
conditions the outlook for some

The Shenandoah: America’s 
Best-Known Vehicle 


Already America’s best-known ve- 
hicle is the Shenandoah, says a bul- 
letin of the National Geographic So- 
Washington, D. C., 


ciety from its 


headquarters. 

“Hundreds of thousands have seen 
some of the country’s ‘crack’ trains 
and giant ocean liners; literally mil- 
lions have watched the silvery Shen- 
andoah steal silently across the sky, 
says a communication to the society. 

“Incidentally, the Shenandoah and 
the ZR-3 are not, strictly speaking, 
dirigibles. 
rigid airships. 

“The Shenandoah comprises many 
wonder stories of modern science. Its 
length, 680 feet, is two-thirds that ef 
the Leviathan, yet its weight of onty 
37 tons is a tiny fraction of the 
Leviathan’s 50,000 tons. 

Hangar Near Capitol’s Size. 

“To house if and a bigger sister 
ship to come, a hangar was built ia 
a clearing of the New Jersey woods, 
which building is 201 feet longer than 
the U. S. eapitol building, just two 
feet less than the eapitol’s widest 
part, and more than two-thirds as 
high. The sliding doors at one end 
weigh 1.300 tons! 

“As the airship floats mysterious- 
ly overhead, it looks like a magnified! 
cigar, wrapped in tin foil, with six 
tinv baskets suspended from it. In- 
side the covering are 20 great gas 
bags, with a total gas capacity equal 
to the cubie contents of a train of 
TOO freight cars. These are inter. 
spersed with from 40 to 78 gasoline 
tanks and a complement of one-ton 
water tanks. 

“This equipment is supported by 1 
metal framework which is a_ veri- 
table maze of girders, struts and 
beams; there are 3,000 struts alone 
in the intricate design. 

“It is for this metal framework 
that duralumin is used—an alloy so 
light and strong that a girder 16 feet 
long can be balanced on one’s little 
finger, yet if the tips are placed on 
blocks it will bear the load of eight 
men sitting npon it. 

“In one of its six ears is a photo-

graphic laboratory, so that motior 
picture reels and photographs may be 
developed on board and the pictorial 
story of a flight be ready when the 
ship lands, or even thrown overboard 
by parachutes at designated places. 
Another car has a sound-proof radio 
compartment with a powerful sending 
apparatus and_ telegraphie  instru- 
ments. 
An Astonishing Contrivance. 

“The most astonishing mechanical 
contrivance on the Shenandoah is the 
newly iustalled water-recovery appa- 
ratus, which replaces the gasoline 
een with an equivalent weight of 
water, and thus saves the valving of 
precious helium. 

“You will recall, from your chemis- 
try courses, that gasoline consists of 
hydrogen and carbon. When gasoline 
is burned, the carbon combines wit! 
some of the oxygen from the air io 
form carbon dioxide, and the hvydro- 
gen, with other oxygen, forms water, 

“Automobilists notice in cold weath- 
er that their exhaust pipes steam. 
Occasionally the moisture freezes and 
forms a frostlike ring on _ the 
vent. The apparatus for recoy- 
ing water on the Shenandoah consists 
of several tiers of long, light pipes, 
exposed to the cooling air, so that ‘he 
super-heated condenses and fills water 
tanks. This manufactured water com- 
pensates for the weight of the gaso- 
line consumed. 

“Formerly, as fuel was burned, 
ship grew lighter and tended to ri®.. 
Thereupon the gas expanded, and i+ 
was necessary to release enough 
helium to-equalize the lift of the gas 
to the weight of the ship. 

“Even though helium cost has been 
brought from a radium-like luxury 
price of $81 for a thousand cubie 
feet, the amount the Shenandoah had 
to valve on long trips was an ex- 
pensive operating item. On its St. 
Louis visit, for example, 200,000 
cubic feet of helium had to be valved. 
The water-recovery device means a 
saving on one such trip of $16,200— 
enough to pay for the experimenta- 
tion and installation of the mechan- 
ism.’

_ Petropavlovsk, Kamchatka, Siberia,

Professor Davidov, chief of the 
Russian expedition, explanied that 
Wells and his Eskimo companions 
were taken off the island because they

Find British Flag Pole. 

The Red October ran short of coal 
in mid-Arctic and had a difficult time | 
in making this port. During the sur- 
vey of Wrangell Island, according to 
M. Davidov, the soviet expedition 
found the flag pole on which the Brit- 
ish flag had formerly flown, having 
been run up to claim British sov- 
ereignty. Members of the Russian ex- 
pedition constructed a new pole on 
which they hoisted the red flag in the 
name of the soviet republic, 

According to Professor Davidov 
Wells and his companions attempteil 
to flee when they caught sight of the 
red flag over the island, fearing they 
would be cast into prison or exe-| 
cuted. Their alarm was dispelled, | 
however, when the soviet officials «s- 
sured them they did not intend to/| 
harm them. 


Professor Davidov gave the follow- |

Persistent selling here by a house 
with foreign connections was a nota- 
ble feature of the day in the wheat 
pit. This selling came mostly at times 
when the buying power was thin, and 
did a good deal to bring about liqui- 
dating sales of weakly-held lines of 
wheat. Many standing orders to stop 
losses at various definite limits were 
forced into operation, and the mar- 
ket dropped about 11 cents under the 
recent high point for the December 
delivery. 

Virtually the day’s lowest prices 
were ruling wheh busiffess’ ended. 
Bearish sentiment which prevailed was 
partly due to further rains in Ar- 
gentina, tending to improve the crop 
outlouk here. Reports were also at 
hand telling of beneficial rains in 
Australia. A break of about five 
cents in the rve market here had an 
additional depressing influence on 
wheat values. It was estimated that 
export buying of wheat today, large 
| ly for deferred shipment, amounted 
to more than 1,000,000 bushels. 

Corn and oats weakness was chief- 
ly the result of sympathy with wheat 
weakness. Fine weather for condi- 
tioning the new corn crop was like 
wise an evident bearish factor. 

Export sales of 500,000 bushels of 
corn made little or no impression,
